Workers are still greatly needed on 
Wednesdays and Fridays,

Tho following stirring appeal comes 
through our chapter from the Bureau 
of Prisoner's Belief, Washington, D, C. 
Here in Covina there-may be several 
whose hearts are touched who would 
like to adopt an American prisoner of 
war who has no home address. 
There 
are many such. The boys are permittee 
to receive a monthly 
box of 
eleven 
pounds, an allowance of from $5 to $15 
monthly and letters of good cheer and 
comfort. 
While we are exalting in the 
thought of an early and victorious peace 
these American boys, hundreds of them, 
our boys, the boys of the nation, are 
suffering, many of them indiseribable 
These letters and parcels sent through 
this bureau are their only solace. They 
are prisoners of hate. 
Hate makes for 
them such idiotic rules as these: 
They 
«Te forbidden to laugh, to sing, to whis 


bound hardly touch the ground. 
Gen­ 
erally the unfortunate prisoner at the 
end of an hour or so swdons. Two left 
out in a severe storm did not recover 
consciousness until after two hours off 
to the black-hole."

Dear Sir: 


On Monday evening, August 26th, the 
night 
before the primary 
election— 
when it was too late for me to reply— 
you published in tho daily papers of 
Pomona, Pasadena and Whittier an in­ 
jurious attack on my personal and offi­ 
cial character and reputation. The next 
morning, the morning of election day, 
there appeared in a Los Angeles morn 
ing paper a similar editorial attack, in 
which identical language in one para 
graph indicated that you procured the 
publication. 


A feV days later I published in the 
Los Angeles paper mentioned and ono 
other newspaper of large 
circulation 
replies to your imputations against my 
integrity; but I am informed that many 
citizens who read the original attack 
have not soen my answer and are not 
even yet aware that replies were pub 
lished. 
Since the primaries, too, you 
havo been going from house to house, 
showing alleged copies of public rec­ 
ords, repeating the same or other at 
tacks upon me and thereby avoiding 
refutation or direct responsibility for 
false 
statements or false 
inferences 
from undisputed facts. I therefore pub 
lish the present open letter. 


The attack you made upon me was 
as treacherous and misleading in the 
impression it conveyed as in the hour 
you chose for its publication. You head 
cd it, "Cogswell Replies to Hamilton," 
indicating that it was a running con 
trovcrsy, former parts of which the 
reader would naturally infer that he 
had not chanced to see; whereas, there 
had been no such controversy, and I 
had not only not attacked you, but had 
treated you with the utmost 
fairness 
and courtesy throughout the "campaign. 
The added fact that a circular attack­ 
ing the third* candidate for supervisor 
shortly before the primaries mentioned 
your name favorably justifies the belief 
that it was your deliberate and calcu 
lated purpose to build yourself up by 
tearing down other, men instead/of on 
your own merits. 


Your advertisement the night before 
election quoted a resolution introduced 
by me on the board of supervisors on 
November 3, 1915, stating that large 
amounts of money were idle in the 
treasury 
and appropriating 
$325,000 
from the general fund for the comple 
tion of the Mint Canyon road. In a 
parallel column you publish my state 
ment in the August issuo of my County 
Government Bulletin that the transfers 
of 
old 
overdrafts 
amounting 
to 
$1,242,478.72 to the general 
fund iu 
1915 and 1916 fully accounted for the 
deficit and disproved the flimsy charge 
that I was partly responsible for tho 
deficit. 
Then at tho bottom of the ad 
vertisoment, well knowing that it was 
too late for me to reply, you published 
in large, black, capital letters this ques 
tion:

You well knew that if you raised 
this question at a time when, tho facts 
could be brought out, the chargo that 
I was either dishonest or incompetent 
would fall to the ground. 


You knew, if you knew the financial 
history of the county at all, that I 
pressed my resolution for tho construc­ 
tion of the Mint Canyon road in No­ 
vember, 1915, to prevent the appropria­ 
tion of the automobile licenso money for 
that purpose after it had already been 
twico appropriated—a kind of juggling 
of funds I always and properly oppos­ 
ed. 


You know that the auditor of tho 
grand jury of 1914 had reported that 
the large sums carried over in tho treas­ 
ury from year to year wero a surplus, 
which probably ought to be reduced.

shown in the auditor's and treasurer's 
reports in 1915 constituted a deficit 


Yet you wero willing thus stealthily 
to smirch the character of your present 
political opponent by creating the im 
pression that* the fact that he accepted 
the word of the county auditor and 
grand jury accountant in 1915, his first 
year as supervisor, proved him dishon 
est or incompetent. 


You knew that the present Supervisor 
for the First District proved his compe 
tency for his work by warning his as 
sociutes early in 1916 that the accounts 
were in a dangerously chaotic-condition 
and must be placed in the hands of an 
expert accountant. 


You knew that I introduced the bud­ 
get system early in 1915, thereby mak 
ing it almost impossible for the deficit 
to increase.

treasurer's reports in the last half of 
1915 and later were because the deficit 
was increasing was false.

year begins July 1 of each year and 
the taxes do not come in for the ex 
penses of July, August, September and 
October until November, bookkeeping 
overdrafts 
piled up for every dollar 
expended by the county, even when liv 
ing strictly within its legitimate income 
for the year.

TWO THOUSAND HUNS SCATTERED 
BY MACHINE GUN BATTALION 


The following letter, descriptive of 
fierce fighting on the French front, has 
been received by. the local force of the 
Southern Counties Gas Company, from 
Sgt. Frank W. Egan, a former em­ 
ployee of the company: 


Somewhere in France, 


Sept. 22, 1918. 


Dear Friends: 


Speaking of surprises, I was sure it. 
But oh, how nice it was to receive that 
most interesting letter of yours, and 
many, many thanks, for it's the first 
T have heard from the plant since I 
left. 
It arrived in sixteen days' time, 
which will not be beaten. 
It is datod 
July 15th, and I received it right up 
in the front lines under heavy shell 
fire. You can imagine how anxious I 
was to receive a letter. 
We were all 
in dugouts waiting for a shell to send 
us to heaven or Hoboken any second. 
They wore landing everywhere and fast 
as rain, tearing everything up-side-down 
every time one hit anything; and yours 
truly up and out to get the mail for the 
squadron so the mail carrier could get 
back to safety. 
Luckily, no one was 
hurt during'said barrage, but lost three 
of^our cars that were hit and burned 
to the ground. 
We had been in action 
over six weeks and just got word that 
we. can go back for a chance to wash 
up and get some clean clothes. 


You said 
something 
about 
your 
friend not getting a bath in two weeks. 
Well, I will say he is 
lucky. 
You 
should see yours truly and the rest of 
•us. 
We were in mud and rain several 
days and the only shelter we had was 
tokdig a hole in the ground and rest up 
a |few hours, and at them again. 
They 
eaMthat we never got any rest in this 
d m 
but thinjc of ihe --Hups, - We 
^eror-lot up on them, for a/ day even; 
kero theni on the" go night and day, 
th»ie that were lucky enough to 
get 
a ^ y . 
T h e boys brought them back by 
the • thousands and left that many on 
the' fields. I will not describe what the 
battle fields look like, for you can get 
th$t from the papers, but it's a fact, 
word for word. 
In one charge, our Bat­ 
talion was close enough to send about 
two thousand of them scattering in that 
many directions. 
Even we never real­ 
ised that we were as closo to them as 
we were, and were praised by, the Gen­ 
eral-for the work we did. 
I t ' s the talk 
on the Hn(es yet. 
But even at that it 
is worse than what Sherman said 
it 
was. 
The 
1 worst of it is to see 
your 
Buddy picked off alone side of you, and 
you eannot do a thing but go on and 
make them pay that much more. 


The first thing I heard when I came 
in the army was that the army was 
made up of surprises, one after another; 
and.it is a fact. 
We travelled for a 
few. weeks until we were : pretty close 
to the lines, and then the order came to 
get prepared, that we were in reserve 
and would be called at any hour. 
That 
was several weeks ago. 
Several of the 
boys from the company, including my- 
Belf, were ordered out to go in and pick 
out the Company Section on the line. 
We. were in about three days and re­ 
joined the company. 
Just had taken a 
bath and cleaned up when the order 
came for our battalion to,go in. 
We 
were equipped with autos, luckier than 
most of the boys, being the only bat­ 
talion in the division that are, and we 
were seven days catching up with the 


Doughboys, who by this time had been 
over the top nearly every twelve hours. 
But that time, we were in it for fair, 
hot and heavy, always on the move, 
day and night, except to stop to dig in 
for an hour or so to rest. 
Just at the 
dawn in the morning, the boys would 
get restless and go at them again. By 
this time, we had covered about thirty 
miles, losing some of our buddies, but 
each time more than making them pay 
for doing it. 


I do not like t6 express my opinion of 
the way the Huns fight, but they are 
the lowest men on earth, 
sboot 
you 
down until you have them in 
your 
power and then throw their arms up* and 
yell this old " K a m e r a d " stuff. Thanks 
that most of the boys ignore them and 
give them their own medicine back ten 
to one. 
They do everything that you 
can think of to get you; even after they 
retreat, we have to. be mighty careful 
what wo touch. 
They mine the ground 
and do everything to blow you back to 
U. S. A. or elsewhere. 
That's the only 
way they fight, will not face any of the 
boys. 
Their heavy guns are the only 
thing that they rely on, and we arc get­ 
ting them every day. 


The boys took one of the big 
long 
range guns that was shooting into a 
town close to Paris, and the emplace­ 
ment looked like a 
railroad 
turn­ 
table. 
We left that miles behind. 
A 
man feels like a fly around shells com­ 
ing from guns of that caliber. 
Sure­ 
ly it is a queer sensation. 
When you 
hear one coming your way and have it 
land a few feet from you and look up 
and find out that it was a 
"Dum, 
Dum," or dead shell that never went 
off. 
•, , ! 


Our-^niext advance came -about 2:00 
a. m. one dark morning, and-just break­ 
ing 
day. 
Going over a hill run into 
machino 
gun 
fire. 
We 
kissed 
the 
ground and retreated to another hill 
to get over when they opened the big 
guns on our company. 
I had the first 
squadron and in the lead bohind 
the 
company commander, and. he gave the 
word to go over. 
Well, yours truly and 
his squadron landed behind a hole on 
top of said hill and down over into a 
ravine, and it was sure H 
for about 


ten minutes. 
We lost 
a few 
of our 
boys, that's sure the hard part of it, 
but everyone by that time was in it, 
heart and soul. We left a few to take 
care of the boys that weTe wounded 
and sent them back. 
This time we took 
about one hundred Huns and 
made 
them carry the wounded boys to safe­ 
ty and you can bet that they are more 
than glad to get a chance to help out 
after 
they are taken. 
Some lie in 
holes waiting to be taken prisoners, and 
you should see them eat when we give 
them a feed. 
Glad they are out of it 
as far as war is concerned. 
France is 
full of German prisoners now. 


One time I will ncver'forgct, was af­ 
ter we had made our hill, I just wrote 
about, we were lying low when all of 
a sudden wo heard a roar of n plane 
right 
over 
us. 
Everyone 
stopped 
breathing, for we were still in the open, 
not daring to movo, when it 
slowed 
down right over us, all expecting ma­ 
chine gun' fire from him, when I look­ 
ed up and saw it was a French plane. 
What a relief when he waved his hand 
and laughed ancfup itf 
r$ie air again.

DENTAL AMENDMENT 
DANGEROUS MEASURE 


Branding amendment 21, the* dental 
initiative, as dangerous legislation de­ 
signed to make California the dumping 
ground .for incompetent dentists who 
have failed to make a living in other 
states, Will C. Wood, commissioner of 
secondary schools, has pledged himself 
to work for the defeat of this measure 
in the interest of the ptiblic welfare. 


The section 
of 
the amendment to 
which Mr. Wood takes particular excep­ 
tion is that substituting the payment of 
a fee of $25 as the sole test of efficiency 
in place of the examination now require 
cd before an applicant can secure a li­ 
cense to practice. 


It is this part of the proposed amend­ 
ment that would wreck the presont high 
standard of dentistry in California and 
provide a loophole for a horde of char­ 
latans and quacks to squeeze into a 
state that now has them 
effectually 
barred. 


That the present law is not too strict 
in the protection of the public health is 
shown by the attitude of the faculties 
of the various state dental colleges— 
whose graduates are compelled to pass 
this examination—and who are a unit 
in opposing amendment 2.1. 


Mr. Wood says in his letter regard­ 
ing this measure: 


" I am utterly opposed to any move­ 
ment to break down the requirements 
for the practice of dentistry, medicine 
or any other profession in the state. 
I 
consider this amendment decidedly dan­ 
gerous and shall do all in my power 
to defeat it. We have gradually built 
up a high standard for the practice of 
dentistry and we should take no step 
backward. 


" I wish/to say also that I am in 
sympathy with the law passed" by the 
last session of the legislature, requiring 
that applicants for admission to dental 
schools must show that they have had

His course must, of course, be 
determined by the importance of his 
mission, he should not be overcome by 
the handicap of fatigue. 


Farm building must go on. The idea 
is in accord with patriotism. 
No one j 
knows how long the war will last, and 
the man'who is without adequate ac­ 
commodations for his farm implements, 
feed and livestock can ill afford to re­ 
sort to makeshift means of housing that 
will lessen production or 
efficiency. 
Lumber will probably continue to ad- 
vanco for a decade. It may never be 
cheap again. 
Today it is but 
one- 
third higher than prior to the 
war, 
While many other materials have dou­ 
bled and tripled in value. 
After the 
war the demand will be 
tremendous. 
Northern France and Belgium will have 
to be rebuilt, and with the devastation 
of forests in Europe, there will be a call 
for lumber from this country. 
Wo arc 
none too well supplied, and we are us­ 
ing millions of trees in the manufacture 
of airplanes, ships, cantonments and 
other emergency war equipment. Labor 
is not likely to be cheaper, for there 
is a shortage of supply, which may con­ 
tinue for many years. 
-, To build now seems to be the logical 
and economic thing for the farmer to do. 
He is at the half way point in his de­ 
velopment. 
He is 
prospering. 
His 
future prosperity depends largely upon 
the completeness of 
his 
equipment 
Actually, all commodities arc higho 
because the dollar has decreased in pui 
chasing power; but the farmer has more 
dollars with which to do things today 
than he had before the war, because 
farm products and livestock have an 
enhanced value that offsets increased 
cost of maintenance and production. 
If the farmer's net profits are not at 
least 25 per cent? larger, if he is not 
more comfortable, better circumstanced
